There  Is  Just  as 
much  need  of  this  in  all  of  our  churches  as 
there  Is  of  having  the  Sunday  School  literature 
gratis. 

The  dally  press  reported  that  some  memliecs 

of  the  faculty  and  several  students  of  Furman 
University,  of  Macon,  Ga.,  were  made  very  ill 
with  ptomaine  poisoning.  Among  the  number 
was  Prof.  J.  F.  Sellers,  one  of  our  beloved  ex- 
Mississipplans.  We  hope  for  him  and  them  a 
safe  and  speedy  return  to  health. 

The  Lowrcy-Phillipa  School,  Amarillo,  Texas, 

of  which  Dr.  B.  O.  Lowrey  is  president,  lost  by 
tire  the  building  used  as  a mess  hall  and  dor- 
mitory. The  Lowreys  have  a way,  when  build- 
ings burn,  of  rising  Phoenix-like  from  the  ashes 
end  building  them  more  stately  mansions. 
Therefore,  they  write  that  the  building  was  too 
small  and  they  would  have  been  forced  to  build 
another  next  year  anyway. 

All  our  denominational  work  is  going  to  need 
a little  more  careful  attention  and  loving  help 
during  this  temporary  depression.  All  the  de- 
partments of  it  will  need  the  help  of  The  Bap- 
tist Record  and  will  get  it  to  the  limit  of  our 
ability.

It  might  have  seemed 
to  some  that ' God  was  thus  favoring  Edom 
rather  than  Israel.  But  not  so;  God  was  deal- 
ing with  Israel  as  with  a son.  Israel  became 
a great  and  permanent  race  while  Edom's  dis- 
appearance even  cannot  be  traced.  Let  us  not 
think  It  a strange  thing,  an  unplanned  thing,  an 
accidental  thing  when  temporal  evils  befall  us. 
This  is  the  way  that  lives  are  made  rich  in  ex- 
perience and  fragrant  in  grace.  Wine  that  stood 
upon  the  lees  and  was  never  poured  back  and 
forth  became  stale  and  lost  that  richness  which 
belongs  to  the  beet.  When  our  plans  are  upset, 
God's  plan  is  being  perfected.  Our  disappoint- 
ments are  His  appointments.  We  may  not  only 
glory  in  God,  but  glory  in  tribulation  also,  know-  1 
ing  that  tribulation  worketh  patience  and  pa- 
tience approvedness  and  approvedness  hope,  and 
hope  maketh  not  ashamed  because  the  love  of 
God  is  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  through  the 
Holy  Spirit.

ENLISTMENT  WORK 
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So  much  has  been  said  of  late  in  our  con- 
ventions and  associations  on  this  subject  that 
one  might  be  led  to  believe  that  every  coun- 
try church  was  in  the  throes  of  death  and 
that  all  country  pastors  were  incapable  lead 
ers  so  I thought  to  relieve  the  distress  of 
some  good  brethren  who  manifest  so  much 
concern  over  the  supposed  situation.  I will 
say  a few  things  in  defense  of  thp  country 
church  and  its  pastor. 

In  this  part  of  the  State  most  of  the 
churches  were  organized  from  fifty  to  one 
hundred  years  ago  and  many  of  them  have 
now  from  two  to  three  hundred  members  and 
maintain  preaching  service  one  or  two  Sun- 
days and  the  Saturday  before  in  each  month, 
and  most  of  them  maintain  from  one  to  three 
Sunday  Schools  and  ns  a rule  they  con- 
tribute to  the  objects  fostered  by  the  denom- 
ination. The  letters  to  the  association  show 
that  all  the  country  churches  show  a large 
increase  by  baptism. 

We  all  know  that  many  of  the  strongest 
members  have  been  moving  fhom  their  coun- 
try homes  to  the  towns  and  cities  and  yet 
in  spite  of  all  this  lost  financially  and  nu- 
merically they  have  held  their  own  and  many 
of  the  are  stronger  than  ever  before. 

It  does  seem  to  me  a wa«te  of  sympathy 
for  good  brethren  to  be  giving  over  the  de- 
cay of  country  churches.  Is  it  not  a fact 
that  our  town  and  city  churches  are  main- 
tained by  the  influx  of  members  from  the 
country  churches t 

I record  it  as  my  convictions  if  every  city 
or  town  church  should  lose  every  member 
that  they  have  received  from  the  country 
churches  in  the  last  two  decades  they  wojild 
close  their  doors  for  the  want  of  support 
or  such  financial  help  from  our  board  and  I 
am  not  sure  whether  they  could  run  a Sun- 
day School  or  not.  If  these  are  facts  we 
have  more  of  a city  and  town  church  prob- 
le  than  a country  church  problem. 

The  same  brethren  who  are  agitatqd  over 
the  country  church  write  and  talk  as,  if  the 
country  pastor  was  inefficient  and  incapable 
of  leadership.  I know  all  the  pastors  in 
Southwest  Mississippi  and  I think  all  of  them 
ar:  Mississippi  College  men  and  mo‘t  of 
them  are  seminar}’  men  and  I think  their 
preach ;ng  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
done  in  the  town  and  city  churches.

filled (John  11:49).
